STATEMENT OF MESSRS. HIROFUMI US AMI AND AKIRA SEKIGUCHI 

1 . We are employees in the Intellectual Property Department of Takeda Chemical 
Industries, Ltd., the Assignee of the above-identified application, U.S. Serial No. 
09/83 1,622 filed on May 1 1, 2001. We were and are responsible for the 
preparation and handling of the national stage application of International Patent 
Application PCT/JP99/06275 filed on November 1 1, 1999, of which the above 
application is the U.S. national stage. 

2. In or around October 1999, we prepared and asked Mr. Sugino, the sole inventor 
of the invention described and claimed in the above applications, to execute a 
Power of Attorney in Japanese for the international application. We typed his 
name on the Power of Attorney solely in Japanese in Kanji characters "t^ if .3A". 
Attached is a copy of the Power of Attorney. He put his seal by his name on the 
Power of Attorney. 

3. The third Kanji character of Mr. Sugino's name, represents his first name. 
This Kanji character is a very popular boy's name in Japan and is read most 
commonly in English as "Hiroshi". We assumed Mr. Sugino's first name was 
"Hiroshi". It never occurred to us to ask Mr. Sugino about the English designation 
of his first name, or that it might be a relatively unique meaning of "Hiromu". 
We accordingly set forth Mr. Sugino's first name in the PCT Request in English as 
"Hiroshi", believing it to be correct. We did not discover our mistake until on or 
about April 25, 2001. 

4. On or about April 25, 2001, we prepared and asked Mr. Sugino to execute a 
Declaration and Power of Attorney and Assignment for the above U.S. national 
stage application. We prepared the document using "Hiroshi" as Mr. Sugino ! s first 
name. We then discovered for the first time the incorrect English designation of 
Mr. Sugino's first name. He asked us to correct his first name on the papers to 
"Hiromu", which we did. He then executed the documents. 

5. Under the circumstances, the incorrect English designation of Mr. Sugino's first 
name as "Hiroshi" in the PCT Request was a simple inadvertent clerical and 
translation error. The error was made without any deceptive intent on our part. 



Correction of Mr. Sugino's first name to "Hiromu" in the above U.S. application is 
respectfully requested.

STATEMENT OF MR. SUGINO 

1. I am the sole inventor of the invention disclosed and claimed in the above-identified 
application, U.S. Serial No. 09/831,622 filed on May 1 1, 2001, which is a national 
stage application of International Patent Application PCT/JP99/06275 filed on 
November 11, 1999. 

2. In or around October 1999, 1 was asked by Messrs. Hirof umi USAMI 

and Akira SEKIGUCHI , who were the responsible persons for preparing 

and filing of said international application in the Intellectual Property Department of 
Takeda Chemical Industries, Ltd., the Assignee, to execute a Power of Attorney in 
Japanese for that international application. My name on the Power of Attorney 
appeared solely, and correctly, in Japanese in Kanji characters "t^ 5? Attached 
is a copy of the Power of Attorney, which I executed by putting my seal next to my 
name in conformance with typical Japanese practice. 

3. The third Kanji character of my name, "3£", represents my first name. This character 
has two similar but different pronounciations, and hence two different phonetic 
designations in English. The most common designation is "Hiroshi". A second 
relatively unique designation is "Hiromu". My correct first name is the latter 
relatively uncommon name "Hiromu". However the above persons mistakenly 
believed my first name was the more common name "Hiroshi". I did not know that 
the above persons set forth my first name incorrectly as "Hiroshi" in the PCT Request 
until on or about April 25, 2001. 

4. On or about April 25, 2001, 1 was asked by the above persons to execute a 
Declaration and Power of Attorney and Assignment for the above U.S. national stage 
application. I then discovered the incorrect English designation of my first name. I 
asked them to correct it which they did. I then executed the documents. 

5. Under the circumstances, I believe that the incorrect English designation of my first 
name as "Hiroshi" in the PCT Request was a simple inadvertent clerical and 
translation error. The error was made without any deceptive intent on my part. 
Correction of my first name to "Hiromu" in the above U.S. application is respectfully 
requested.
